STDs spread rapidly 

Sanchez: 'Do not attempt self-treatment'

Sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease testing sounds scary, but 
many students need it. The Smith 
County Health Department of¬ 
fers this confidential service for 
$10, a reduced rate for students. 
These services are offered on 
campus occasionally, but a dis¬ 
ease rarely waits for the calen¬ 
dar. Anyone who needs testing 
but is afraid of embarrassment 
can go any Monday, Wednes¬ 
day or Friday from 12:30to 1:30 
p.m. to the Smith County Health 
District’sTreatment Center, 928 
N. Glenwood St. 

Fear of testing results in 
prolonged exposure to disease 
as well as exposing others. Some 
diseases show no sign of infec¬ 
tion and can damage vital repro¬ 
ductive organs. If needed, treat¬ 
ment is included with testing. 

I entered the centershortly 
after 1 p.m. and approached the 
reception window. After identi¬ 
fying myself as a student who 
needed STD testing, the woman 
at the window assigned me a 
number. She confirmed my sta¬ 
tus with my student ID and 
driver’s license, but from that 
point on I was just a four digit 
number. “Sit down and wait for 


someone to call your number,” 
she said. 

Before I could find a good 
magazine, my number was 
called. I followed the person who 
called my number into a lab 
area. “Have a seat Mr. 4444 (not 
my real number). We need to 
draw some blood,” she said. 

“Oh, great” I thought “the 
pain begins.” The blood is used 
to test for syphilis and HIV if 
desired. Well the pain never hit 
me, that nurse did a great job, I 
felt no pain greater than a mos¬ 
quito bite. “That is all we need 
here Mr.4444 have a seat and the 
doctor will see you.” 

'Relief, not humilia¬ 
tion, overtook me as 
I strolled out the 
door.' 


Next was the pelvic ex¬ 
amination, but before 1 could 
develop any anxiety over the 
procedure, “Mr. 4444” was 
called out across the room. I 
entered aprivateexam room with 
the health educator. He asked 
me questions about my sexual 
history in the last 30 days and if 
there were any symptoms. These 


would be embarrassing ques¬ 
tions if you wenen’tknown only 
as “Mr. 4444.” 

The exam’s purpose is to test 
for gonorrhea, chlamydia, 
trichomoniasis, warts, parasites, 
sores and swollen lymph nodes. 
The doctor briefly inspects the 
genital area and inserts a culture 
probe into the urethra. This pro- 
cedure gave me second 
thoughts, but in about two sec¬ 
onds hewas finished. We were 
through before I realized we 
had begun. 

The doctor explained 
what had happened once again 
and informed me to call back in 
a week for my results. My num¬ 
ber is all the information I need 
to get the results. The visitended 
with an interview with the AIDS 
educator. He provided me with 
anothernumberforthe HIV test 
from the Center for Disease 
Control. After a few questions, 
my time at the Health Depart¬ 
ment was over. The whole event 
took half an hour. 

The fear of embarrass¬ 
ment keeps many from from 
receiving treatment for STDs. 
The confidentiality and speed 
with which the Health District 
carried out the examination 
leaves no reasonnotto get tested. 
Relief, not humiliation, over¬ 
took me as 1 strolled out the 
door, reassured that within a 
week I would know of any STDs 
in my body.

More than 20 sexually 
transmitted diseases, among 
them gonorrhea, syphilis, herpes, 
chlamydia and venereal warts, 
can occur again and again. 

“STDs are spreading rap¬ 
idly and becoming a big part of 
our community,” Salvador 
Sanchez of the Smith County 
Health Department said. 

Most cases involve people 
between 14 and 24 who are un¬ 
aware of the diseases, so they 
ignore symptoms and infect oth¬ 
ers. The body can’t build immu¬ 
nity and no STD vaccine exists. 

“If parents would teach 
their kids to carry a flashlight 
and look at their partner before 
having sex, a lot of STD can be 
avoided,” Sanchez said. 

Syphilis is the No. 1 STD 
in EastTexas. Syphilis is caused 
by a microscopic bacterium, 
treponemapallidum, which en¬ 
ters the blood stream and infects 
the entire body. It is usually 
transmitted by contact between 
an infectious lesion or rash 


caused by the disease and the 
mucous membranes of either 
sex—mouth, rectum, vagina and 
penis. 

“Do not attempt self-treat¬ 
ment,” Sanchez said. 

Each sexually-transmitted 
disease requires a particular type 
of antibiotic in proper amounts. 
Inadequate treatment onl y m asks 
symptoms—it does not cure the 
disease. 

Consult a physician or go 
to a public health clinic where 
you will receive the correct 
medication, he said. 

Smith County Health Depart¬ 
ment offers TJC students with 
school ID confidential treatment 
for $1. 

“If you have any question, 
call the Broadway clinic at 597- 
7091,” Sanchez said. 

STDs can have serious 
consequences including blind¬ 
ness, sterility and death, but often 
no symptoms will be observed or 
felt. Women and newborn babies 
are especially vulnerable. 

Any of these symptoms 
might mean you have an STD: 
burning during urination, a dis¬ 
charge from sex organs, sores or 
bumps in the genital area, itching 
around or in the sex organs and, 
for women, bleeding between 
periods or unusual cramps. 

The only sure way to avoid 
STDs are not to become sexually 
active. STDs are contracted only 
by intimate, usually sexual, con¬ 
tact with someone who has the 
disease. It is not spread from toilet 
seats ordoor knobs. 

Those who decide to have 
sex may be helped by using 
condoms, limiting sex partners 
and seeking medical advice if 
they think they have been ex¬ 
posed to an STD or if they notice 
unusual symptoms after sexual 
contact, Sanchez said.

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Children bring increased illness risk to students

Students and faculty who 
bring their children to the cam¬ 
pus are putting others at risk of 
contracting childhood diseases. 
Nurse Zelda Boucher said. 

“More diseases are trans¬ 
mitted through the throat of a 
child,” Boucher said. 

Pregnant and nursing 
women and those who are im¬ 
mune deficient or elderly are 
especially susceptible to these 
child illnesses. 

The most common child- 
carried illnesses are measles, 
mumps, rubella, chicken pox 
and upper respiratory infec¬ 
tions. 


brought to campus only if the 
dean approves. 

Boucher would like to see 
a written policy set a standard 
for allowing children on cam¬ 
pus. She said children should 
not be allowed in classes, hall¬ 
ways and left unattended. 


“We need a better excuse 
for bringing children to the 
campus than ‘I don’t have any¬ 
one to keep them,” she said. 

The policy should give 
structure and still have flex¬ 
ibility for extreme circum¬ 
stances, Boucher said. 


Courses sometimes re¬ 
quire bringing children to class 
for behavior observation. Be¬ 
cause these reasons cannot be 
prevented, Boucher said, stu¬ 
dents should make sure the 
children are not ill before bring¬ 
ing them to the campus. 


Students from Bell El¬ 
ementary often walk through 
and play in the halls of TJC 
building on their way home 
from school. Boucher said these 
students also give risk to the 
TJC population and should not 
be allowed in the buildings.

Boucher said about 80 to 
90 percent of the time parents 
bring their children to class be¬ 
cause they are too sick to go to 
school or daycare. 

The Policies and Proce¬ 
dure manual says “unregistered 
persons, student guests and 
visitors are not permitted in a 
scheduled classroom without 
the written permission of the 
instructional division dean.” 

Although there is no spe¬ 
cific written policy addresses 
bringing children to classes, it 
is an understood rule based on 
common sense, Dr. Linda 
Watkins, liberal and fine arts 
dean, said. 

Teachers should follow 
the rule that is in place, Boucher 
said. Children are unregistered 
persons and they should be

College adds 
sonography option 

Next fall students can take diag¬ 
nostic sonography study option to earn 
an associate degree in applied science. 

A one-year study option towards 
a certificate of proficiency has been the 
only choice until now. Students must 
already have an associate degree in 


allied health or bachelor’s degree with 
a science concentration to get in to the 
program the students choose diagnostic 
medical sonography as a major, Pro¬ 
gram Director Nancy Wardlow said. 

Students who complete the pro¬ 
gram can perform diagnostic examina¬ 
tions using high frequency sound waves 
to give visual depictions of soft tissue 
structures. This procedure is frequently 
used in pregnancies and abdomen ex¬ 
aminations. 

Sonography program enrollment 
is limited and requires students to com¬ 
plete basic course requirements during 
their freshman year. Grade-point aver¬ 
age in a student's first year of study is a 
primary consideration in the competi¬ 
tive admission, Wardlow said. 

Wardlo w said students should reg¬ 
ister as early as possible because some 
of the required classes are difficult to 
get.

Uninsured can get 
treatment, coverage

Many college students are 
not covered by a health insurance 
policy. Admissions Director Ken¬ 
neth Lewis said the average age of 
TJC students is 25.4 years. 

Companies vary, but some¬ 
where between age 22 and 25, 
even if the dependents are stu¬ 
dents, they will be dropped from 
their parent’s policy. Handicapped 
dependent children are excep¬ 
tions, Alan Smith, State Farm 
Insurance Agent said. 

If a student becomes ill 
with something minor, they can 
be seen and treated at no charge in 
Health Services in the Rogers Stu¬ 
dent Center. If the illness or acci¬ 
dent is serious, they will be re¬ 
ferred to a doctor or hospital. 

Students can go to the Smith 
County Health District for treat¬ 


ment. Medical Director Dr. 
Kerfoot Walker said cost of treat¬ 
ment depends on the patient’s in¬ 
come. 

“They must bring proof of 
income and residency,” he said. 

According to Smith, health 
insurance is more affordable than 
most students think. A healthy, 
25-year-old non-tobacco using 
man can purchase hospitalization 
and surgical coverage with a 
$5,000 deductible for $32.80 per 
month. The premium fora woman 
would be $48.21, Smith said. The 
lower the deductible, the higher 
the premium. Major medical in¬ 
surance, which covers doctor’s of¬ 
fice visits and prescriptions, costs 
more.

“It has 
helped teach me responsibility and 
self esteem,” Peggram said. “I have 
to send off entry fees, tend to my 
horse and work hard to meet the 
goals I have set. It has made me a 
better person.” 

In high school Peggram was 
the Region 4 champion barrel racer 


which helped get her invited to the 
Fort Worth Livestock Show and 
Rodeo. “I first rode at Fort Worth 
when I was 16 years old,” Peggram 
said. “It is an invitational event and 
ever since I have been invited back. 
It’s my biggest show.” 

Freshman Sarah Taylor, an 
undecided major from' Chapel Hill, 
barrel races with Peggram.

With 10 
regular season games remain¬ 
ing, their record is 15 wins and 
14 losses, including a 6 - 6 con¬ 
ference record. This is six games 
behind Texas Eastern Confer¬ 
ence leading Navarro Junior 
College. 

Baseball coach Jon Groth 
said he is happy with his team’s 
progress but knows they must 
be more consistent on offense if 
they want to make the playoffs. 

“Our team must not only 
pitch well, buthit well also if we 
expect to win. We must leam to 
win together,” Groth said. 

Although the team is in a 
slight slump offensively, some 
Apaches have strong numbers 
at the plate. Outfielder Matt 
McKinney leads in hitting and 
runs with a .409 batting average 
and 23 runs. Infielder Brad

Redden are leading in home runs 
with three each. Eubank is bat¬ 
ting .333 while Redden is right 
behind him with an average of 
.329. Redden also leads the team 
in runs batted in with 19. 

Pitching, which was a 
question mark at the beginning 
of the season, has been solid 
with many strong pitching per¬ 
formances. 

Sophomore pitcher Robb 
Kirkland is leading with an 
earned run average of only 1.67 
in 37 innings. Kirkland has given 
up only 18 walks in those in¬ 
nings while striking out 36. 
Freshman Jake Dixon leads in 
wins with a 4-0 record while 
coming on mostly in relief. 
Freshmen Brandon Smith has 
been the team work horse 
pitching 41 innings. 

Groth is positive about 
their chances, but knows the 
Apaches cannot afford to lose to 
many more games and make the 
playoffs.
